INVESTIGATE TELEPHONE BATES 


It is announced from ^ladison that the 


State Railroad commission vrill institute 
an extensive investigation of telephone 
rates in "\Yisconsin. This action follows 
application by the Wisconsin. Telephone 
company for increased rates in a number 
of -cities, including in this vicinity De 
Pere. Appleton and Green Bay. 


AVe think public interests fully justify 


this investigation. "Wliile "we are not in a 
position to spbak -with authority upon the 
reasonableness of the present or proposed 
rates, it seems to us that the increases 
asked for are unduly large. 
"We -would 


expect an investigation that went to the 
bottom 'of the operations of this company 
to show that the new rates are not war- 
ranted. This is entirely impression, but 
it is gained from the fact that in many 
instances rates are more than doubled, 
and that the average increase, according 
to the company's own admission, exceeds 
30 per cent. 


We think an investigation will show 


that the "Wisconsin Telephone company 
is a profitably operated corporation. 
Some exchanges will show larger profits 
than others, which is natural and which 
must inevitably be the case regardless of 
what the rates are. The entire business 
of the state, however, is so integrated that 
it should be considered as a whole, as well 
as an aggregation bf units, in determin- 
ing the reasonableness of rates. 


It will obviously be to the interests of 


the various cities of "Wisconsin to cooper- 
ate with the State Railroad commission 
to the fullest extent in the investigation 
which is about to be made. They should 
enter these proceedings in an attitude 
of resistance to such heavy increases, and 
be prepared to make the telephone com- 
pany demonstrate with complete clear- 
ness its right to any increase, even less 
than that which is proposed. The public 
has a right to have the full facts concern- 
ing this public utility, its expenditures, 
revenues and profits. No authority should 
be granted to increase rates until this in- 
formation is at hand, the affairs of the 
company fully disclosed and the justice 
established of whatever rates are ap- 
proved, both to the company and its 
patrons. 


THE RESULT IN MAINE 


The Republicans have won what must 


be regarded as a large and significant 
victory in Maine. The election of Ralph 
0. Brewster for governor over William 
R. Pattangall. the Democratic nominee. 
by in the neighborhood of 35.000 major- 
ity is a result that even the Republicans 
themselves did not anticipate. The nor- 
mal Republican majority in Maine is 
about 25.000. 
That it should exceed 


this in Monday's election, in view of the 
bitter fight made by the Democrats on 
what should have been a choice issue, 
namely hostility to the Ku Klux Klan, is 
extraordinary. 


Xo one at this distance can say with 


any accuracy whether the election was de- 
termined on the Klan issue or not. The 
riews of those in Maine itself are more or 
less prejudiced. 
It seems doubtful that 


Maine would go on record politically as 
indorsing the Klan. We think it is more 
likely it has indorsed the Republican 
ticket nationally and that Mr. Coolidge's 
personal strength in that state has had 
considerable to do with the vote. 


Had the election gone Democratic, the 


spirit of that party would have been just- 
ly raised. 
It would have been a bad 


augury for the Republicans. 
As it is, 


the reverse deductions arc in order. From 
all indications the Republican nominee 
for president is going to get a big vote 
in New England and the East. We pre- 
fer to believe this is the significance of the 
Maine election rather than that it is an 
indorsement of the Ku Klux Klan. 
If, 


however, the latter inference is warranted 
it means that there is an increasing senti- 
ment against lawlessness and crime,, in 
which the assault upon the Eighteenth 
amendment and the Volstead act has no 
small part. 


WHEELER AND THE SUPREME 


COURT 


Senator Wheeler, in his' reply to Presi- 


dent Coolidge's defense of the constitu- 
tion, makes the point that the federal 
•courts have in many instances abused 
their authority. 
He refers particularly 


to the issuing of injunctions against labor. 
In this contention Senator Wheeler is 
right. The courts have at times abused 
their'power on the side of property when 
it should have been used on the side of 
human rights. 
The injunction obtained 


by Attorney-General Daugherty in. the 
railroad strike was perhaps the worst in- 
stance of 
V this kind on record. 


We can go with Senator Wheeler on 


the proposition that some federal judges 
have interpreted the law in a manner prej- 
udicial to popular interests and the rights 
of wage earners. 
We can subscribe to 


the demand that these abuses shall stop. 


To bring the judiciary under proper 


control and to cause it to function as the 
framers of the constitution intended, does 
not, however, require overthrow of the 
constitution itself. It would be just as fa- 
tal to tear down the protection that this 
instrument gives to the wage earners, to 
jminorities, to the rights and privileges of 
individuals, as it would be to suppress 
these rights by violating the constitution. 
In either case oppression results. 
The 


abuses that would inevitably follow the 
giving to congress of all power in the do- 
main of legislation and the interpreta- 
tion of law. unrestrained by any consti- 
tutional restrictions or inhibitions, would 
be far greater than those which are com- 
plained of under the existing order. 


There is a constitutional way to protect 


every right guaranteed under our form of 
government. 
The courts 
can be re- 


strained, judges can be impeached. Be- 
cause the "roof of our governmental edi- 
fice leaks here and there is no reason why 
we. should tear the edifice down. It may 
be advisable to make some provision to 
protect legislation against being held un- 
constitutional by close divisions of the 
supreme court. It might serve the public 
welfare to require a two-thirds or four- 
fifths of the supreme court to hold a law 
unconstitutional. 


Proposals of this nature may well be 


considered, as well as the taking of meas- 
ures' to deal more adequately with federal 
judges who go too far in the exercise of 
their authority. 
But when it comes to 


' conferring" upon congress the power to 


enact any law it sees fit, regardless of 
what the constitution may say or prohibit, 
the guarantees of that instrument become 
worthless, and minorities and the very 
persons and interests for whose benefit 
this proposal is ostensibly made are de- 
prived of the liberties and protection they 
now enjoy and which are of incalculable 
value to them. 


Men like Senator Wheeler exaggerate 


the evils of alleged judicial tyranny. They 
have exaggerated what they are pleased 
to term prejudiced decisions of the su- 
preme court. When they speak of these 
evils they ignore the thousand and one 
blessings that they come to the people of 
the United States through its system of 
government, courts and all included.

Add flour mixed with baking pow- 
der anfl salt and water alternately. 
Then stir In tho cherries. Turn 
Into a well buttered dish and steam 
45 minutes. Serve with sugar and 
cream. 


IT SERVES FOR SOUP 


Tho liquid in which soil beef Is 


boiled will not be too salty for 
soup if you will leave two or three 
carrots In It until cold. They will 
absorb tho salt so that when It Is 
reheated and the necessary vege- 
tables added the seasoning will be 
Just about right.

so that you could take an aftemoon 
off?Here are some time savers some 
economics experts suggest: 


Round your corners when you are 


binding, then you won't have to spend 
extra time mitering; them- This Is a 
time saver in making aprons espec- 
cially. 
In binding a curved edge, preven. 


it from 
stretching 
by running a 


thread in the material and then draw- 
Ing it up a trifle. 
PRESS BINDING IN PLACE 
Stitch the binding along the edge 


on the right side of the goods, turn 
It over and press it in place, then 
turn under tho raw edge of the bind- 
In- allowing * to extend below the 
edse of the binding on the right side. 
Stitch it on the rig.it side Just below 
the binding. This stitching will catch 
the free edge on the wrong side, and 
if it is stitched near enough to the 
edge of the binding on the right side 
it will not show. It can be done much 
quicker in this way than in finish- 
ing by hand. 
Use flat irons and pins in sewing 


cotton materials whenever possible 
instead of basting all the seams. Press 
the second turn of a French seam, 
and the first and second turn of a 
hem. A bias piece can 
often 
be 


stretched in pressing to fit a round- 
Ing edge. 
Instead of bnstins seams, pin them 


together and pin hems or facings in 
place after thev are pressed. 


DARN ON SEWING MACHINE 
Darn your sheets, towels, table lin- 


en and stockings on the sewing ma- 
chine and save time. Tie the machine 
foot up about one-sixteenth of an 
Inch from the feed, so as to allow the 
material to be drawn backward" and 
forward, and then stitch forward and 
backward making t'.ie rows of stitch- 
ing together. 
Number 100 thread is 


better for table linen and fine mate- 
rials, while number 50 can be used 
for heavier materials 


Overcasting can be done by tying 


up the foot the same as for darning, 
and then stitching down the seam in 
a. zigzag line. 
Save time by learning how to use 


your machine attachments. The foot 
hemmer can be used to 
hem ail 


• straight or circular edges, and if the 


needle is unthreaded it will turn a 
perfectly even hem in napkins and 
tablecloths which are to be hemmed 
T>y hand. Hemming and Fewing on 
lace may be done at the same time. 


Finishings for the edges of aprons, 


collars and cuffs, armholes and necks 
of underwear, and the seams of coats 
and dresses may be quickly applied 
by the use of the binder atachment, 
and these finishings will at the same 
time serve as a trimming.

REMOVES CAUSE 


The clinc takes a child who is de- 


veloping an undesirable habit and 
helps the parents and tho child to re- 
move the cause. It is far easier to 
cure the temper tantrums of a c'nild 
of six than to teach an adult to con- 
trol his trigger-edge temper. It is 
easier to ward off the first develop- 
ing signs of temper fits In a child 
of two than to cure the same child 
at six. 
The habit clinics are a Boston ex- 


periment, in 1921. one part time cli- 
nic was opened as a branch of the 
Community Health association of Bos- 
ton. Now there are eight clinics, lo- 
tcaed in different sections of the city. 
The clinics are a part of Boston's 
health program. Their work Is done 
In cooperation with the feeding and 
posture clinics and other medical or- 
ganizations.

Men Will Know 
Too Much Soon 
To Laugh Much 


BY ALBERT APPLE 


A dreary future, in which no one 


will ever laugh, is predicted by Dr. 
Charles Gray Shaw, who teaches phil- 
osophy at New York University. Many 
signboards point mat way. 


People certainly do not laugh as 


much as they used to. Comedians in 
recent years have b°en complaining 
that audiences are becoming more sol- 
emn, with fie "Daro you to make 
me smile" attitude. 


Tliis is due partly to the war. which 


took most of the joy out of life, and 
shocked people into serious attitude. 
But. even more, it's a result of pub- 
licity. In former generations. Jokes 
traveled slowly, were carried about 
by theatrical troopers and drummers. 
Today the now Joke on Broadway is 
carried by newspapers, vaudeville and 
radio all over the country, and quick- 
ly.Xaturallv. with such fast circula- 
tion, the life of a joke is shorter. 


Then, too humor has become a sci- 


entific business. Hundreds of clever 
comic artists and column conductors 
are on the alert for new "gags." The 
old ones have been classified, rehash 
ed. served time and again. Every one 
knows them—except the rising gen 
eratlon. 


But scientific distribution of avail 


able humor is not what Shaw has in 
mind when he predicts a future with 
out laughs Primitive man. he says, 
didn't know enouah to laugh, since 
wit involves a certain amount of In 
telligence. 


"The men of the future will know 


too much to laugh at anything. We 
laugh at what wo do not understand, 
or at wnat seems inferior to us. In 
both cases, or pride induces us to 
assume an 
exalted 
position 
-and 


haughty air. Men used to laug'.i at 
Columbus and Galileo. Xow they try 
to joke about Einstein and Freud. 


"On the social side we are prone 


to laugh at people who apear infer- 
ior or who are forced to assume de- 
grading positions. The prince laughs 
at the pauper. The city person snick- 
ers at the rustic. The native citizens 
smiles at t'.ie immigrant. But these

The clinic reports that careless par- 


ents are responsible for many unde- 
sirable traits which develop in chil- 
dren. The mother who laughs when 
Jimmie brings an armful of bricks in- 
:o the parlor to-day, and who puts 
him to bed for doing the same thing 
tomorrow, probably never thinks any- 
thing more about it. But Jimmie has 
a vague sense of injustice. A sense 
of injustice _ breeds resentment, 
and 


that in turn may lead" the child to des- 
tructiveness or to playing malicious 
tricks that will worry or annoy the 
family. The child dex'elops a deter- 
mination to "get back at" people, 
and. if conditions are such that the 
tendency grows more pronounced, he 
jrows up to be antagonistic and sus- 
picious. 


Lack of understanding on the part 


of parents and uncertain cooperat- 
tion from them are the clinic's great- 
est handicaps. A mother will take her 
child with a toothache-to a> dentist, 
even if she has to make a trip across 
the city. A child 'whose personality 
is awry makes life miserable for itself. 
the family, and often for the neigh- 
bors and his teachers. But it is not 
yet customary to regard such a child 
as a case for f.xpett attention. 


Parents will learn about the habit
